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Bridgsa 


‘. Ghardsho: (39°05'N, 63°35") 


Single track bridge sarrying the Trane-Vaepian Railroad over the 4auu Darya near 
Ghardzhou. The bridge is described as mors than 3 km long and hich enough above 
the high-water mark to permit passage of all types of river boats, At beth ends 
of the bridge there are sidinge, each several kilometers long. Railroad tfes 
are laid ladder-wiee on steel girders supported by pilee. During the war German 
attempts to bomb the bridge failed because the bombs fell through the interstices 
into the water. A river port fronting the shore for {OO ~ 1000 meters on both 
sides issituated below the bridge. A large part of the traffic ovar the bridge 
is said te be compesed of trains carrying kerosene from Xrasnovedek to Bukhara, 


2. Tashkent 


Single track railroad bridge spanning the Syr Darya south of Tashkent. The bridge 
ig aimilar to the one at Chardzhou, about 2 km iene, and of steel construction, 
There are several sidings at either end af the nridge.
